sums he is sadly mistaken. There are 
iust> as smart men in the army as you 
can flhd any place and they are not 
scarce. A man who has not a fair ed- 
ucation cannot hold even the position 
of sergeant of a company.

Other fellows had trouble with tne 
grease getting afire while frying their 
bacon. And so it went, but through it 
all that buoyancy Of spirit was so no- 
ticeable. We slept on" the floor with 
rubber blankets for covers and haver- 
sacks for pillows. 


Another amusing incident appeared 


because one of the L company - boy 
bad lost his 
shelter 
tent. When 


we halted for the "night"it was raining 
and there were not nouses enough for 
all and some had to. put up tents, 
This poor fellow was out of luck. 
He 
found 
a 
large 
1- banana 


leaf about two by eight ,feet. He laic 
one end against a fence and propped 
the other end up with a bambqo^st,ick 
and made a bed -out of some of the 
brush. When we left the next "morn 
ing he did not have the trouble o 
striking his tent. 


1 am glad the pictures I sent got 


through all right. I will take some 
more as soon as I can and send them 
.home so I wiil have a good collection 
when I reach Ohio. 


Well, if Mr. Groundhog had been 


over here he would certainly have 
seen his shadow and been glad to gel 
into his hole to keep cool instead of to 
keep warm. 
I have become accus 


.tomed to the heat! We have a gooc 
sea breeze most of the time which 
makes it much more pleasant.

Indications point to an unprece- 


dented building boom in Coshocton 
this 
year. 
It has been coming 


since the building season of last year 
closed, and in pite of the high price 
of materials will burst upon the city 
when the sunny days of spring are 
here. 


Ground has been broken for build- 


ings in all parts of the city, and con- 
tracts are being let almost every day. 
In addition to the list of fine resi- 
dences, published in a recent issue of 
THE AGE, there are reasons' for be- 
lieving that many others will be erect- 
ed. Some of these will be owned by 
the parties who are - to occupy them 
and others are for renting purposes. 
The number will increase as the 
season advances and contractors can 
take up the work. 


Contractors report that they have 


an unusual amount, of work in sight 
and there is no doubt, in spite of tue 
high price of all kinds of material', 
there will be great activity in build- 
ing in the city this spring and sum- 
mer. Should lumber and iron prod- 
ucts drop in price many more wou d 
build homes, 


Real estate agents are unanimous 


in the opinion that never in the his- 
tory of the city has there been such a 
demand for houses to rent. There 
has been a scarcity for the past two 
or three years and it is not helped by 
the arrival of families every week. 
Many of these do not buy or build 
homes and depend on those who have 
houses to rent. Some occupy a few 
rooms until good fortune shows them 
a house for rent while others, particu- 
larly families without children, board 
until they can locate themselves more 
comfortably. 


This activity in building has also 


stimulated the sale of vacant lots, and 
there is considerable activity in the 
desirable residence portions, of the 
city. 


Real estate is active, and town lots 


are selling at good prices. 
The lots 


placed on the market by the buard of 
trade in its two additions are in the 
main held by the original purchasers, 
but many of them have changed hands 
particularly in the first addition. 
These sales are all for the purpose of 
building, and some of the houses will 
go up this year. 


What Coshocton needs is the small 


comfortable house provided \yith such 
improvements as will make it rent for 
a reasonable price and still give the 
owner a good return for hjs money. 
The demand for these houses is large 
and the supply is very small. 
The 


capstalist who decides .to, build them 
on well Jocated ground will have a 
good investment.

I have perfected arrangements for a 


depot mail box from which Pan Han- 
dle postal clerks will make collections 
This service is now in operation. The 
purpose is to accommodate persons 
who have important mail which they 
cannot get ready in time to be dis- 
patched through the postoffice. The 
service from the depot box will be op- 
erative both day and night. 


ID order to secure this extraordin- 


ary service I assured the department 
officials that the privileges of the 
depot box would not be imposed upon 
by people mailing there unnecessarily j 
large amounts of matter, but that the 
people of Coshocton could be depend- 
ed on to use the depot box only in crua 
of emergency, 1. e., when they have let- 
ters which they cannot get ready in 
time to be dispatched through the 
postoflfice and quick dispatch is im- 
portant. I trust the people of Co- 
shocton will sustain my assurance in 
this respect, for if this extraordinary 
service were to be imposed upon by 
the people mailing there unnecessarily 
large amount* of matter there is dan- 
ger that the depot box might be 
abolished by the department, a* it 
would demoralize the railway mail 
service' to receive large amount* of 
unfaced, uncaoceled, uhworked mtt-
